PARIS (Reuters)—Quebec 
Premier Johnson will visit 
French President de Gaulle in 
January, it was officially 
learned today. The exact date 
remains to be agreed:

to General de -Gaulle’s pronounce- 
ments on the crisis. of Quebec. For 
the third time within four months 
the President of France has called 
for the political and geographical 
dismemberment of a friendly ally. 
De Gaulle makes it very clear 
that. Quebec province should break 
away from Confederation, that he 
will do anything he can to assist 
the process and its aftermath, and 
that special political rights should 
be established for French-speaking 
Canadians: living in other parts of 


—Canada. His purpose in thus helping 


to foment a revolution. within 
Canada is equally clear: he looks to 
the day when France will have a 
strong foothold in North America 
through close association with an in- 
dependent. French-speaking state 
which he has helped to create. 

This whole, Gaullist circus per- 
formance is so incredible that it is 
difficult to take seriously. Yet there 
can now te) mistaking the serious- 
ness. with de Gaulle views 
his anachronistic panorama of 
empire-building. He has looked at 
the St. Lawrence with a wild sur- 
mise, and the prospective destruction 
of .a-country that. helped to save 
his nation: in two world wars does 
not constitute for him a deterrent 
to his grandiose project. 

First, says de Gaulle, we must 
have: “a’ complete change of the 
Canadian structure resulting from

years ago by the Queen of England 
... This will lead naturally to the 
emergence of Quebec as a sovereign 
state.”

Confederation as something forced 
on Canada by “‘the Queen of Eng- 
land” betrays a complete ignorance 
of our origin, including the Char- 
lottetown Conference, the later 
Quebec decisions, and the virtually 
undebated passage of the BNA Act 
‘by the British Parliament at our 
request. Nor is the squire of Colom- 
bey-les-Deux-Eglises any more accu- 
rate in his conception of French- 
speaking Canadians as expatriate 
Frenchmen who long to resume their 
identity with Paris. 

Two hundred years after sever- 
ance from the homeland they are 
Canadians who speak French, not 
Normans in exile. As Montreal’s 
Mayor Drapeau said last July, after 
referring to the fourteen generations 
that had preceded him in Canada, 
“we have learned to survive alone 
for two centuries.” And in another 
part of his remarks which de Gaulle 
must have missed: “Can we hope 
that those who come to help us 
accentuate this revival of French 
Canada will be animated by the 
same spirit so that French Canada 
may better serve the whole of 
Canada.” 

A sorry note enters de Gaulle’s 
revelations when he claims a “sacred 
duty” to reply to Quebec national- 
ism. The world has had enough of 
the “sacred duty” gambit which im- 
pelled Mussolini to invade Ethiopia 
and-Hitler to take over Czechoslo- 
vakia. While de .Gaulle’s echo has 
more of a comic opera touch than 
had. those earlier tragedies of ego- 
tism, it is unfortunate that he has 
placed his country in so embarras- 
sing a position. 

It will be even more unfortunate 
if English-speaking Canadians are 
moved to answer de Gaulle’s imper- 
tinence by forming a hard line 
against Quebec’s reasonable requests. 
But the real answer to the aging 
General “should come from the 
French-speaking Canadians of this 
“cotintry,: Who surely must see the 
trap into which European manoeu- 
vring: could push them.

IHE devaluation of the New Zealand 
dollar should be splendid news for 
Mr. John Turner who is soon to be 
minister of the new department of 
consumer affairs. In 
“a recent. speech 
about poverty and 
the ‘troubled c on- 
sumer” the number 
of untroubled ones is 
_so small as to be 
negligible), Mr. 
Turner gave an in- 
teresting forecast of 
his plans for helping 
us to develop better 

; shopping habits and 
consumer skills appropriate for the 
modern marketplace. One of his starting 
points is a finding of a Yale Law Journal 
study — confirmed by studies in every 
home — that ‘‘the benefits of increased 
income may be dissipated through poor 
spending habits.’’ Mr. Turner hopes to 
improve our habits by the establishment 
of counselling and neighborhood im- 


“provement clinics. 


Some ill-natured consumers, in letters 
to newspapers, have already suggested 
that this would be a case of the totally 
blind leading the merely short-sighted.

In Interests of Thrifty 


People who Ilstened to.counsels of 
thrift (not then available from’ govern- 
ment) bought margarine. 

The New Zealand government, ready 
and eager to help Candian housewives, 
had devalued its currency by almost 20 
per cent: This means that Mr. Greene is 
now in a position to secure even better 
bargains. On the basis of a simple 
telephone call to the offices of the high 
commission, he ought to be able to 
obtain butter for us at no more than 45 
cents a pound. 

Thére are, of course, thése who would 
not thank Mr. Greene for cheaper butter. 

But as Mr. Turner so well stated the 
case: “there could be no greater folly 
for Canadians. than to slow down, revert 
to old practices, fall prey to caution and 
conservatism . . . our. future depends on 
our. imagination, our flexibility. in 


choosing the alternatives, and our 
courage in making tough decisions.” 

Mr. Turner, in another vivid phrase, 
speaks of the “separate nation of 
poverty,” reminding us, for example, 
that 75 per cent of all Indian families 
make less than $2,000.a year. At present 
prices it is obvious that they cannot 
afford butter: Even with the best of 
counselling services they must subsist on 
margarine and, in the more backward 
provinces, are further limited to a 
product defined as ‘“‘tulip white”? in the 
supermarkets. 

The consumer most in need of Mr. 
Turner’s counselling services is, how- 
ever, Mr. Joe Greene who should be the 
No. 1 pilot project. This is quite clear 
from the act establishing the dairy 
commission which states plainly: ‘‘in 
exercising its powers under this act or 
the regulations in relation to ‘the 
importation or exportation of any dairy 
product,- the commission shall comply 
with any. directions from time to time 
given to it by the governor in council or 
the minister." 

Whatever the B and B commission 
may. report, it is clear that. our 
governments have long pursued a two or 
even three nation policy. Only the 
relatively well-to-do can afford butter. 
Marginal consumers buy a.pound of this 
and a pound of that, but the.other nation, 
dependent on margarine, must by now 


include many tens of thousands who 
have long since forgotten the taste of 
butter. (How many more contracted out 
when Mr. Greene increased the price by 
four cents last April 1?) This situation 
poses a grave threat to the dairy 
industry for the ever-growing separated 
nation, having discovered that it is 
possible to live by margarine plone, may 
never come back. 

Fortunately New Zealand butter ‘is of 
such admirable quality that the daity 


industry sought to protect us from it by 


special labeling. While there is little 
doubt that many Canadians are perman- 
ently lost” as butter consumers, Mr. 
Greene may be able to win others back 
if he seizes the opportunity to buy the 
largest possible quantity of cut-rate New 
Zealand butter and to secure the widest 
possible distribution by waiving duties 
and forgetting about stabilized prices. 

Mr. Turner, possibly for reasons of 
space, failed to mention butter in the 
speech announcing his pro-consimer 
crusade‘ But at that time (November 15) 
the_full scope of the present opportunity 
was not apparent because New Zealand 
devalued only last week. He is a gifted 
advocate and there is the barest chance 
that, if he how goes to work on Mr, 
Greene, we may have relief from folly 
with the result that both the consumer 
and the government will save some 
money.

Callaghan Up 


From Canvas

ST devaluation events here continue 

to run-an unpredictable course with 
Chancellor of the Exchequer James 
Callaghan simultaneously making a 
po litical comeback 
and arousing new 
controversy with an 
attack on a group of 
leading industrialists. 
As the minister 
chiefly responsible 
for the devaluation, 
Mr. Callaghan at 
first appeared a sure 
casualty, but he has 
been able during a 
twoday parliamen- 
tary debate to make up a good deal of 
lost ground. He would have emerged with 
a clear gain had he not struck out 
against a “‘sinister’. group, which, he 
suggested, had been set up to prove that 
the House ‘of Commons ard. the 
government were incapable of solving 
Britain’s economic problems. 

Though he only mentioned one name, 
it was clear that the group in question 
comprised powerful exporters, whose 
response to the opportunities opened up 
by the devaluation ‘will be crucial to its 
success or failure. 

Apart from his attack, the chancellor 
was a model of statesmanship and 
reasonableness in a notably rowdy and 
uninspired debate. He certainly outshone 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson, whose 
performance ~ seemed pedistrian and 
sometimes even petty. Both the prime 
minister and Mr. Callaghan had many 
times disavowed devaluation and inevit- 
ably faced charges of bad faith, but 
more odium seems to have attached to 
Mr.: Wilson than to Mr. Callaghan. The 
chancellor must once again be reckoned 
a potential labor, prime minister should 
Mr. Wilson fall. 


“Twister” 

The Conservative opposition called 
Mr. Wilson a “twister,” and said no one 
could trust his word. 

Mr. Wilson's reply was that Britain's 
growth had been increasingly impeded 
for 15 years because of balance of 
payments problems, and the burden had 
now become unacceptable. Labor had 
been right to defend the old exchange 
rate for three years but the time was 
now right for devaluation, because the 
international community for the first 
time accepted the need for it, and 
because there was enoughsslack in the 
economy to absorb the new activity that 
would be created. 

The economy had been set to boom 
next year even before the devaluation; 
the latter would ensure that the boom 
came in exports rather than in domestic 
consumption. To forgo. devaluation, as 
the Tories suggested, would necessitate - 


imports and precipitating a new balance 


of payments crisis. (It was this line, 
combined with the Tory: attack, which 
brought. potentially rebellious left-wing 
backbenchers around to enthusiastic 
endorsement of the devaluation both at 
party meetings and in the Commons, 
elas 2 cael cae 
by 335 to 258.) - 


Gloss 


That. the prime minister was putting 
gloss’ on . situation was made 
embarrassingly clear by Mr. Callaghan. 
He made no bones about the difficulties 
involved in making devaluation a suc- 
cess. He said further austerity measures 
beyond those already announced might 
be necessary to keep inflation under 
control. (The government has rejected 
a new legislative wage freeze so the 
responsibility for incomes restraint. falls 
largely on the Trades Union Congress, 
which has promised to do its best. But it 


has only limited powers.) Mr. Callaghan... 


went on to say bluntly thet devaluation 
symbolized the fact that Britain: had ° 
slipped behind other countries. ‘The 
government had to accept its share ‘of 
responsibility along. with everyone else.

personality changes as with 
another, more drastic brain 
operation. 

Mr. ‘Knight explained that 
he had pinpointed certain 
fibres in the brain which are 
concerned -with over-active 
emotional reaction. The object 
of the operation is to destroy 
some of these fibres without 


disturbing intellect and to 
leave the normal emotional 
pathways unharmed. 

This he achieves by im- 
planting radioactive ‘‘seeds”’ 
in the brain. The ‘‘seeds” 
contain yttrium 90, a radio- 
active chemical: they act 
over a very small area so that 
only a limited amount of 
brain tissue is destroyed. 

e 

For patients with severe 
anxiety states and obsessional 
neuroses the success rate is 
not so high, although at least 
half can be improved. The 
operation is not applicable to 
patients with disorders like 
schizophrenia. 

The new method is designed 
to replace the more drastic 
operation involving cutting 
certain parts of the brain. 
With this operation there has 
been an estimated 10 per cent 
risk. of epilepsy and a 5 per 
cent risk of provoking per- 
sonality changes. For this 
reason, “doctors. very often 
decide to leave patients on 
drug or shock treatment. 


Devaluation is’ not, of 
course, confined to countries 
like Britain, whose world-wide 
commitments both contribute 
to the need for it and magnify 
it repercussions, Smaller 
countries frequently devalue 
their currencies. 

Britain lowered the value of 
the pound by 14.3 per cent; 
but earlier this month tiny 
Uruguay slashed the exchange 
rate .of its peso by over 100 
per cent. : 

The smaller devaluers, in 
Latin America at any rate, 
tend to fall into two cate- 
gories, Either, like Argentina 
under Peron, their govern- 
ments have wrecked healthy 
economies for short-term po- 
litical gains, or, like Colom- 
bia, they are basically de- 
pendent on the fluctuating 
world price of a single export 
commodity. Brazil perhaps 
could be said to some extent 
to have plunged into both 
troubles. . 

But Uruguay, a tiny country 
of three million people, who

Sale of Canadian Water 
Should Be for U.S. Land

Americans want our basic Canadian re- 
source—water, Plans, proposals—even de- 
mands, are appearing in increasing number 
, across the line. 

If Canadians should de- 
cide to give them more 
water than we have al- 
ready in the improvident 
Columbia “.River Treaty, 
why should ‘we not insist 
upon an exchange of re- 
sources for resourees? 

In return for the.water 
of the Columbia River, 
Canada should have de- 
manded the northern half 
of the state of Washington. That would have 
been a bargaining position which would have 
meant something, and which the Americans 
would have understood. 

They could have insisted upon more water 
and tess land and-the Canadian bargainers 
could have insisted upon less water and more 
land. 
We would have been 
bargaining from a position 
of strength instead of from 
a@ position of weakness. 

There is no logical 
reason whatsoever why one 
country should give its 
water supplies to another 
country with land and 
industrial resources. 

The moment Premier 
Bennett conceded that posi- 
tion he was_clearly in the American bag. 

The new proposals, which stagger our 
imagination, and probably our engineering, 
should be tied at once to water-for-land 
bargaining. 

If our great rivers of the north are..to be 
turned around and run south into the American 
west, and even into Mexico, then the Canadian 
price is the state of Minnesota and the state of 
Wisconsin, ge pa by the millions of 
residents who uld at once give us another 
separatist headache.

The present federal government is com- 
mitted to a “weak Ottawa” policy under the 
guise of opvosing a special status for Quebec 
which woule carry with it the preservation of a 
wide feteral initiative. 

_ We have given numerous examples of this. 
But the main weakness in our time of the 
government of Canada in its relations with a 
province has been the weakness of both the 
Diefenbeket and Pearson governments in their 
dealings with Bennett on the Columbia River 
issue. 

The conduct of the Liberals is even less 
defensible. They knew what. they were doing 
was not in the Canadian interest. 

They ceme to power committed ’ to 
renegotiate the treaty. They reneged on that 
promise, as on the promise to introduce

medicare, as on the promise to set up 10,000 
scholarships, as on so many promises. 

Toronto business economist and guest 
lecturer .at Atkinson College, York University, 
Larratt Higgins, is well able to say: ‘I have 
done all that I could as a private citizen in the 
past to oppose the Columbia River Treaty.” 

He is “unrevised and unrepentant” and with 
more allies in the cause than when the battle 
was taking place. 

In a recent address in Toronto Mr. Higgins 
said that “for many of the same kinds of 
reasons, I now stand opposed to schemes for 
the withdrawal of our water resources on this 
kind of continental basis.” ‘ 

It is his belief that ‘much of the ‘current 
popularity of this continental approach flows 
directly from the arrangements made by the 
United. States and Canada to develop the 


Canadian. portion of the Columbia River Basin. 


“Tne Columbia River Treaty. and protocol 
now .stand as the basic blueprint for the 
development of all Canadian resources in the 
name of continentalism.”

Mr. Figg'ns cuts into. the posturing of Mr. 
Bennett as if with a surgeon’s knife. He says 
that the Columbia River Treaty and schemes 
like it are simply a denial of the possibility of 
Canadian development to the limit-of Canadian 
resources. 

They are a means of allowing the United 
States to develop beyond the limit of. its 
resources on the basis of those belonging to 
another country 

“The money changes hands simply to 
increase the effective. demand for manu- 


factured goods from the motherland—again in” 


the ancient tradition of imperialism.” 

There is. a very shrewd insight into 
Canadian ambivalence on matters of Canadian- 
American relations: 

“Whenever the United States moves to 
protect its own economic interests at the 
expense of Canada, the general Canadian 
reaction is to recognize such moves as 
legitimate ones for the protection of vital 
United States interests. One could quote the 
Interest Fqualization Tax: as example, - the 
“guidelines” as another. 

“At the ‘same time, upon almost. any. 
occasion that a Canadian proposes measures ‘to 
protect Canadian interests within Canada, he 
is likely to be faced with a chorus of name- 
calling from his fellow Canadians. 

“He is called a narrow nationalist. By these 
strange Caradian standards, it is acceptable 
for an American to be nationalistic, and it is 
deplorable for a Canadian to want his country 
to survive." | 

Mr. Higgins says that if a Canadian 
criticizes the Columbia River Treaty as a sell- 
out, h2 wil’ be told to stop complaining about 
the sunerioritv of American horse traders. 

His complaint, however, is not about the 
American horse traders, but about “spineless 
and inept Canadian governments.” We shall 
come back at this again. 


Placid Uruguay Upset 
By Harsh Devaluation 


over’ 90 per cent between 
January and October, and the 
balance of payments was 
deteriorating every day. This 
month, President Oscar 
Gestido devalued the peso: 
from 99 to the U.S. dollar to 
nearly 200. 

Basically, the problem was 
that Uruguay was pampering 
herself, and living above her 
income. The welfare state had 
reached proportions that 
would bea burden to a 
heavily industrial country, let 


alone to a _ pastoral and 
agricultural one; the civil 
service..waS grossly over- 


staffed, and the citizens were 
spending huge sums on lux- 
uries, from cosmetics to new 
cars, al! of which had to be 
imported. 

This expenditure took no 
account of droughts, slumps, 
strikes—which were frequent 
—or- drops in the prices of 
Uruguay’s major _ exports, 
meat and wool. Everyone was 
well off except the Treasury. 
And this was what made it 
hard in a democratic country 
to sell the idea of necessary 
austerity to the electorate. 


Realistic Rate 


In these circumstances, 
President Gestido in October 
invited Pierre Paul Schweitzer 
of the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) to come to 
Montevideo to put Uruguay’s 
house in order. The IMF 
offered to obtain some $200 
million credit for the little 
country—if the government 
devalued to a realistic rate. 

This economically conserva- 
tive suggestion horrified Uru- 
guay’s traditionally radical 
politicians, particularly 
former finance minister, Dr. 
Amilear Vasconcellos. His 
views were so outspoken that 
at one point he was chal- 
lenged to a duel by the irate 
president, But duelling has 
been illegal in Uruguay for 
quite some time, and no doubt 
somebody reminded the presi- 
dent of the fact.. Anyway, 
there was no duel. 

This humorous interlude did 
“ft hide the seriousness of the 
situation, nor soften the blow 
when devaluation came. Al- 
ready teachers, and of course 
students, have gone on strike 
in protest at,-euts in the 
education budget. 


More Strikes 


The National Workers’ Con- 


federation, representing the 
major trades’ unions, has 
threatened more strikes 


against decreased purchasing 
power. And there have’ been 
the inevitable demonstrations 
—encouraged by Communists 
who if in power themselves 
would not hesitate to take 
much more drastic economic 
measures than the present 
government, 

President Gestido has let it 
be known that if there is any 
nonsense he will clamp down 
Uruguay's mild version of a 
state of emergency. But he is 
unlikely to have to get 
tougher than that. Over the 
last- half-century Uruguay has 
developed into a ~predomi- 
nantly middle-class nation, 
and such people do not rush te 
man the barricades. 

However, for the moment 
Juan Citizen will have to 
make do with last year's 
Volkswagen and his wife. may 
have to put up with some less 
exotic perfume than Chanel 
No. 5. Neither they nor their 
poorer fellow-citizens will 
have to worry—as most Latin 
Americans do—about where 
the next meal is coming from. 
Austerity is a relative tem 
for Uruduay. 

(London Observer Service) 
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Two hundred years ago 
a “Society of Gentlemen” 
in Edinburgh produced 
the “Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica” to serve as a 
dictionary and “‘compen- 
dium of knowledge”. 

Weekly articles ap- 
peared at sixpence each 
for three years till they 
were collected, in 1771, in 
three volumes, totalling 
2,659 pages, costing 12 
pounds, with the cost of 
binding borne by the sub- 
scriber. 

The publishers of today’s 
“FE neyclopedia Britannica” 
(24 volumes, 28,000 pages), 
who are located in Chicago, 
have recently produced fac- 
similes of the first edition 
($79.50 a set) and an an- 
thology of early articles. 

Their enterprise may well 
be the marketing mistake of 
the year, for anyone who sees 
the old volumes will surely be 
dissatisfied with the new. 

The prose of the first 
edition is elegant and unself- 
conscious, conveying the ex- 
citement of new ideas and the 
punch and asperity of strongly- 
held views. William Smellie 
did nearly all the writing, 
stealing liberally from Frank- 


lin, Voltaire, Pope, Hume, 
Locke, Hazlitt and Dr. 
Johnson. 


For his efforts, he was paid 
200 pounds by the instigators 
of the project, Andrew Bell 
and Colin MacFarquher. The 
former was a brilliant illus- 
trator and his work has 
probably not been surpassed 
in any encyclopedia in our 
language. For his part, 
Smellie quit before the second 
edition appeared because of 
his violent: objection to the 
ine trion of biographical 
sketches in the proposed 
revision. 


Simple Theory 


Smellie’s editorial theory 
was simple: “Utility ought to 
be the principal intention ‘of 
every publication, Wherever 
this intention does not plainly 
appear, neither the books nor 
their authors have the 
smallest claim to the appro- 
bation of mankind.”’ 

.The end of utility was 
served by providing in a 
single set of books a sum of 
knowledge that, if assimilated, 
would produce an educated 
man. As the original project 
progressed, usefulness dis- 
placed comprehensiveness: 
the number, but not the 
length, of entries decreased so 
the first of three volumes 
quite equal in length plods 
from subject A to subject C 
while the last leaps from M to 
Zz. 

The example of the French 
encyclopediasts,, who never 
progressed past D for all the 
revisions demanded by their 
painstaking pace, was not to 
be emulated. 

What the first edition of the 
Britannica shows us is an age 
of reason, piety, humanity and 
remarkable intellectual 
sophistication. The entries of 
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In a More Leisurely Age 
Britannica Elegant, Exciting -

astronomy, moral science, 
logic and theology will provide 
no excuse for condescension. 
The 18th century regarded 
witchcraft as nonsense, 
slavery as barbaric and optics 
as Newtonian. 

They knew that to sail past 
Gibraltar was not to risk 
falling off the edge of the 
earth, that the earth was 
round and revolved about the 
sun and that the sun was by 


no means the grandest of 
stars. 
Further, Smellie could be 


sure of his audience, for to be 
literate in his age was to be 
knowledgeable: his contem- 
poraries. could be assumed to 
be as familiar with Locke and 
Newton as they were with 
Pope and Dryden. Hence he 
was released from the need 
and inclination to write down 
to his readers, as the entry 
Probability amply demon- 
strates:

A singularly happy liberty 
the first, and) many = sub- 
sequent editions, indulged was 
unrestrained editorializing: an 
intelligent reader could. be 
assumed to be equipped to 
distinguish fact from opinion. 
Thus, in the long entry under 
money, Smellie draws on 


many theories to advance an: 


intricate fiscal policy, having 
first observed “‘The value of 
the pound sterling has 
been declining ever since the 
year 1601.” 

And as early as the fourth 
edition (1800) the Britannica 
exhibited a lack of economic 
humility which Harold Wil- 
son's cabinet has had cause to 
lament. 

Writing of economic rela- 
tions. with France, a patriot 
declared: ‘Nor is-any injury 
which (the French) can do to 
our commerce an object of 
serious alarm. By refusing to 
trade with us, they only 
prevent themselves from ac- 
quiring wealth.” 

The ‘1777 edition’s entry 
under Germany was consid- 
erably more prescient: ‘In- 
dustry, application, and- per- 
severance are the great char- 
acteristics of the German 


nation, especially the me- 
chanical parts of it.” 
And it is comforting to 


discover that one of our great | 
worth noting | 


dilemmas was 
by the Britannica in 1800 
under the sub-heading School 
Teachers Underpaid: “... At 
present the salary of a 
country schoolmaster, in- 
dependent of fees for scholars, 
is not greater than a plough- 
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_ barrassment. 


man can earn .,. the con- 
sequence of which is that this, 
which is in fact an honorable, 
because useful profession, is 
now sinking into contempt.” 


But one can urge too 
strenuously the similarities 
between the 18th and 20th 
centuries. While the first 


edition of the Britannica re- 
veals an age seeking reason, 
harmony, proportion and ratio 
wherever they might be found 
(“... on the just regulation 
and subordination of the pas- 
sions, depends, in great meas- 
ure, the happiness of man- 
kind.”) it also noted as 
commonplace what we con- 
sider primitive. 

Thus we discover under law 
that “cursing or beating a 
parent incurs death 
person be above fifteen.” And 
this definition of a . rogue, 
today no more than a mis- 
chieyous miscreant: ‘‘An idle 
... beggar, who by ancient 
statutes is for the first offence 
called a rogue of the first 
degree, and punished by whip- 
ping, and boring through the 
gristle of the right ear; and 
for the ‘second offence, is 
termed a rogue af the second 
degree, and, if above 18 years 
of age, ordered to. be executed 
as a felon.” 

Protestant orthodoxy was 
paid its due with a pious piety 
and aggressive lack of em- 
Eighty years 
after James II lost his throne 
fér, among other things, hav- 
ing “consorted with Jesuits 
and other wicked people’’-the 
first edition of the Britannica 
could conclude its description 
of that holy order with the 
smug observation that “gross 
doctrines and bad practices” 
caused its general downfall. 


Size of Ark 


The Britannica .found - it 
interesting to limn the di- 
mensions of Noah's Ark and 
assure its readers that it was, 
in fact, commodious enough to 
accommodate the creatures 
God chose to be saved from 
high water.. And from the 
fourth edition (1800) we learn 
of the duration of original 
innocence in severe Scottish 
prose : 

“How long our first parents 
retained their innocence, we 
are nowhere told. Many assert 
that they fell on the very first 
day of their creation. But 
Moses mentions so “many 
transactions on that day, as 
must have engrossed the 
whole of their attention, and 
prevented them from falling 
into such temptations as arise 
from want of. indolencé” and 


if the ~ 


want,of reflection. Besides, if, 
in such ciréumstances as_they 
were placed, they could not 
refrain from an open violation 
of the divine law for the space 
of one day, it would bespeak a 
deceitfulness of heart in them 


greater than in most of their 
posterity.” 
The Britannica was- not 


insensible to the pleasures of 
leisure. The first edition ‘de- 
scribes. a card trick and 
propagandizes the delights of 
gardening, Smellie’s succes- 
sor, James Tytler, was. an 
avid balloonist and it was no 
doubt under the influence of 
his passion that Sir John 
Leslie observed that aerial 
“navigation, in its most culti- 
vated form, may be fairly 
regarded as the consumation 


of arts. » 


All ‘Harmony’ 


And it is perhaps through 
the avenue of art, or 
aesthetics, that the progress 
of the institution known ag. the 
“Ene yelopedia Britannica" 
can be most advantageously 
gauged. At the time of the 
first edition the balanced, 
harmonious’ world of the ‘en- 
lightenment was at its apogee. 
Experience, direct apprehen- 
sion and weight and substance 
were the measures of the 
ideal. 

Beauty, according to the 
first edition, “im its native 
signification, is appropriated 
to objects of sight. Objects. of 
other serises may be agree- 
able, such as the sounds of 
musical instruments, the 
smoothness and softness of 
some surfaces; but the 
agreeableness called beauty 
belongs’ to objects of sight.’ 
No nonsense here: no hesita- 
tion to label and define and 
assert. ¢ 

By - 1824 the Britannica 
reflected the sensibility of the 
romantics. The concept of 
beauty became mystical -and 
imprecise, a sensual rather 
than physical property. 

The language of the 1824 
definition of beauty sounds 
sure of itself but its involuted 
character betrays it: 
“Beauty—that property in 
objects by which they are 
recommended to the power or 
faculty.of taste—the reverse 
of ugliness—the primary or 
most general object of love or 
admiration.” 

Fhe definition goes on to 
assert that beauty is a state 
of mind rather than a meas- 
ureable property. The Bri- 
tannica hasn’t progressed—we 
haven't progressed—very far 
since then. There is no entry 
under beauty in the current 
edition. Instead we find 
Beauty Culture (see Cos-

WASHINGTON—At the Waldorf-Astoria in New 
York today, Pete Rozelle was presiding over the 
latest attempt by the 26 pro-football club owners. to 
spell out what they-bought—or sold—for $18,000,000 
back in June, 1966. For 17 months, the National 
Football League-American Football League merger 
has been reposing in a sort of twilight zone. 


Some prompt action is now necessary because some hefty 
money is supposed to start changing hands one week from 
Friday. Under the terms of the merger, each of the nine A.F.L. 
teams is supposed to get up $100,000 on every Dec. 1 for the 
next 20 years until the full $18,000,000 tribute to the N.F.L is 

aid. 

- For its money, the A-F.L. presumes it bought into the best 
football society, with full priveleges beginning in 1970, including 
an equal share of, the television money and a blend of A.F.L.- 
N.F.L scheduling of games. However, the agreement exists 
mostly by handshake, Nothing has been set down on paper and 
signed. 

An utterance by commissioner Rozelle that has given some 
A.F.L. owners concern was his recent statement that the two 
leagues would preserve. their identity in the merger. Just what 
does he mean by that, A-F.L. owners are asking. They did not 
pay 18 million to remain segregated, with Boston still playing 
Denver home and home. Boston wants to play the Bears, the 
Packers, the Giants and the Browns, and in effect be one of the 
N.F.L. family.

The A.F.L. people don’t want a few token games with the 
N.F.L. teams. They want an homogenized schedule, or they'll 
hold back on that $18,000,000 dollars the N.F.L. is supposed to 
get. This is only one of the issues Rozelle must resolve next 
week, The merger plans are no longer in the hands of _ 
committees but must be approved by the full gallery of club 
owners. 

The negotiators for the N.F.L. have been Carroll 
Rosenbloom, Baltimore Co!t’s owner; Dan Reeves of the Los 
Angeles Rams, and Tex Schramm of Dallas; for the A.F.L. 
Lamar Hunt of Kansas City, Billy Sullivan of Boston and Ralph 
Wilson of Buffalo. They are in agreement on may points, but 
the merger now involves a new constitution and by-laws for pro 
football involving hundreds of pages, and no committee is going 
to tell 26 businessman-club owners, ‘‘Here, sign,”” There will be 
much study and many questions. 

So jealous of their own interests are football owners that 
when the N.F.L. this year attempted to line up its new four- 
division plan of scheduling, there was a wrangling for days. 
“We finally needed a coin flip to resolve the dispute.” said one 
owner, ‘and then things were so bitter it took us 45 minutes to 
agree on which man would flip the coin.” 


The teams most interested in the merger talks are the New 
York Giants and San Francisco 49ers. Incredibly, they were 
able to snatch all of the $18 million dollars loot due to accrue to 
the N.F.L. They were the only N.F.L. clubs to suffer invasion 
of territory by recognition of the A.F.L. and, ‘somehow, 
enforced their price : $10,000,000 for the Giants; $8,000,000-for San 
Francisco. 

The other N.F.L. teams agreed to the New York-San 
Francisco demands in their panic to escape the ruinous bonus 
payments to graduating collegians, Football, in its biggest’ 
boom ‘years, was. making little money because of the 
cutrageous competitive bidding for players, and merger meant 
a common draft with the A.F,L. whose millionaires were also 
wearying of spending all that money for talent.

The lonely outcast of ‘the 
Murtin Mars fleet is falling prey 
to wrecking crews. 

The giant aircraft which 
became a landmark on’ the 
north side of the “Patricia Bay 
airport lies in pieces—almost as 
if it had crash-landed. 

Forest Industries Flying 
Tankers Ltd. has sold “‘Caro- 
line” for scfap ‘to’ Capitol. Iron 
Works of Victoria. 

The company. expects to get 
some 20 tons of aluminum out 
of the stripped hull plus some 
steel anid manganese. 

Flying Tankers still operate 
two converted Mars as water- 
bombers from Sproat Lake near 
Port Alberni. 


PARTS USED 

The “orphan” at Patricia Bay 
was never converted but was 
eannibalized for parts. 

An official. said the company 
has enough parts to last for a 
number of years. No parts were 
available from the manufac- 
turer because it is believed only 
six of the planes were built. 

The 155-foot planes with -the 
1%-foot wingspan were built 
towards the end of the Second 
World War. 

They .were considered ,one of 


=\the finest engineered aircraft 


ever made. 

“There - was - no ‘finer » work- 
manship on any aircraft,” said 
one of the men. who worked. on 
the water ‘bombers. - 

The planes—which, -could 
carry 300 troops—were-used to 
transport the sick and wounded 
during the Korean’ War: 

In 1959 the remaining four 
were bought by a company 
formed by several major B.C. 
lumber firms. 

Three were converted for fire- 
fighting. 

In 1961, one of. the planes 
crashed while: fighting fire at 
Northwest Bay, north. of Na- 
naimo, and. .its. four crew 
menibers killed.

The eye, say the doctors, is 
the only transparent organ in 
the body. It’s a ‘window into 
our inner workings. By exam- 


It’s important to have this 
access to the circulatory 
system because this is ‘where 
most of: us start dying. A 
retinal camera, which can cost 
anywhére’ between $1,500 and 

~ $5,000; permits ‘pictures of the 

tiny blood vessels, showing 
their condition, on a day-to- 
day basis. 

These pictures will indicate 
whether any disease or re- 
striction is occurring in the 
large carotid arteries in the 
neck. Only recently have 
doctors found that faults in 
these arteries cause many 
strokes. 

REVEALING 

By taking the blood pres- 
sure of the eyes, a process 
called opthalmodynamonetry, 
the doctors can determine 
whether the carotid needs to 
be surgically cleaned out or 
treated with anti-coagulants, 
to avert a paralyzing or fatal 
stroke. 

The cyrosurgical unit, 
meaning cold unit, is a probe 
for eye surgery which can be

on Salt Spring Island. 
—The eldest son, Kenneth, is 
with the Second Black Watch, 
Royal Highlanders of Canada, 
statiohed at Wainwright, Alta. 
Terence, Howard and-Frank- 
lin.(Mike), live on Salt Spring. 
Another son, Colin, was killed 
in a logging accident in 
December 1960. The couple 
has: 23 grandchildren, all but 
one,.living on the island. 
Grandson Darrell is with the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. 

Mr. and Mrs. Byron were 
children together in the same 
Lancashire town in England. 
In 1902, Mr. Byron, then a lad 
of 19, decided to try his luck 
in Canada. 

Arriving in Winnipeg he 
soon found work in the North 
West. Territories. 

GOOD NEIGHBORS 

Eight. months later the 
young man acquired 180 acres’ 
of homestead land at Stock- 
holm in south Saskatchewan. 
His first task was to fence the 
Jand, using about 1,000 posts 
he -had cut for the purpose, 
and. two strands of barbed 
wire, Swedish neighbors built 
a house for him; one and a 
half,.storeys with basement, 
for,,;.$80.. ‘And a well-built 
house too,” declared Mr. 
Byron. With the help of a 
yoke of oxen he ploughed land 
in summer and returned to 
logging in winter. 

After 10 years working in 
the '-woods from Ontario to 
British Columbia, he decided 
in 1912 to ‘‘stop rdaming” and 
settle down to farm life. War 
came in 1914. The young man 
was stirred by the story of the 
retréat from Mons. 

Next day he hitched up his 
three-year-old , colt with its 
patént leather harness, 
climbed into his smart buggy 
and set off for the recruiting 
office some miles away. Sev- 
eral months passed before the 
call-up notice came. By 
Christmas 1915 he was a 
soldier. 

Sent overseas in April 1916, 
he headed for his old home 
town on his first leave. “‘It 
was wonderful to walk again 
along the narrow _ English 
country roads, with the haw- 
thorn hedges just coming into 
bloom, and the blackbirds, the 
thrushes and larks all sing 
ing,”’ he recalls. 

* While visiting his sister and 
brother the young soldier 
went’ across the road to call 
‘on a neighbor, Mrs. Davies, 
and there met again her 
daughter Lizzie, his childhood 
playmate. “She looked so nice 
and neat, I thought to myself: 
‘Here’s the girl “I've been 
looking for !"’ 

HAD TO WAIT 

By thé end of his six days 
Jeave they were engaged, and 
planned to be married on his 
next furlough, But it was’ 18 
months later before the knot 
was tied. 

Before his next leave in 
England -came around, the, 
soldier, serving with 10th 
Company Canadian Field En- 
gineers, had been through the 
hell of Ypres, Somme,. and 
Vimy Ridge, At last the 14- 
day leave came through and 
on November 20, 1917 he set 
out for England. 

In the meantime, his fi- 
ancee had joined the Women's 
Army Corps and was sta- 
tioned with Queen Mary's 
Unit (Q.M.A.C?) at Aldershot. 
After the couple was reunited, 
two days were lost waiting for 


the Bishop of Chichester to 
give the vicar, the Rev. Le 
Fiann, permission to hold the 
marriage ceremony in St. 
George’s Military Church. It 
| was the second war wedding 
to. be held in that church. 

The bride arrived at the 
church with her ‘attendant, a 
fellow WAC, and the eom- 
mandant, who was to give the 
bride away. About 300 uni- 
formed women were gathered 
for the wedding. All appeared 
to be in readiness for the 
ceremony, when it was dis- 
covered that the bridegroom 
had no best man. Mr. Byron 
tells the story: “I dashed 
outside, saw a soldier off duty 
walking along the street and 
asked him to be my best man. 
I dind’t know him, and to this 
day I still don’t know his 
name!” 


BACK TO WAR 

After the honeymoon, it was 
back to war duty for the 
couple until Armistice Day a 
year later. Another six 
months army duty in Belgium 
followed for Mr. B before 
he was discharged in May 
1919. 

A few weeks later he and 
his wife set sail for the 
homestead _in Saskatchewan. 

Between 1920 and 1930 their 
five boys were born in the 
farmhouse. ‘‘There were no 
hospitals or nurses there, and 
the doctor was a long way 
off,’’ explained Mrs. Byron, 
“But we had a fine Swedish 
neighbor and she was a good 
midwife." 

For 10 years the Byrons 
prospered. They had invested 
their savings and his war 
bonus in the farm, and the 
money, along with plenty of 
hard work, had brought good 
returns. Then prairie drought 
and the depression - struck 
together in 1929. Crops ‘failed 
year after year ‘and things 
went from bad to worse. 

“Somehow we got by,”’ says 
Mr. Byron, without bitterness. 

By the fall of 1934, with six 
years of crop failure behind 
them, the Byrons felt they 
could take no more. Mr. 
Byron loaded his total wheat 
crop for that..year in a& 
waggon-box and took it to the 
miller, who gave him 800 
pounds of flour in exchange. 
“T still had a lot of livestock, 
but no grain to feed them, and 
no money to buy feed,”’ he 
remembers. “I offered, the 
storekeeper everything on the 
farm, including the furniture, 
for $500. But he couldn’t buy 
it. Like the rest of. us, he had 
no money.”” 

An auction sale was ar- 
ranged. Close to 100 head of 
‘cattle, sheep, and -horses, as 
well as a large flock of hens 
and turkeys, the farm im- 
plements and household 
goods, brought the meagre 
sum of $425. 


SAD PARTING 

The Byrons were reluctant 
to leave ir neighbors. The 
feeling.was mutual, for in 
spite of the scarcity of cash, 
their friends managed. to 
gather together doHars and 
presented the money as a 
parting gift. . 

After settling .their debts, 
the Byrons paid $125 for rail 
tickets and headed for Van- 
couver, with $200, to start a 
new life. The family stopped 
off in the Fraser Valley and 
stayed fora short time in an 
auto camp at Abbottsford. At 
the local branch of the Legion 
Mr. Byron met “an old 
gshappie of 86” who had 80 
acres of land and a house on 
Salt Spring Island he wanted 
to sell for $800. 

“I thought this would be a 
wonderful place to hide my- 
self and get my family under 
cover,”” says Mr. Byron. A 
trucket heading for Van- 
couver offered to transport 
the family and their posses- 
sions to the C,P.R. dock for 
five dollars. They stopped in 
Vancouver to buy a used 
kitchen range and loaded this 
on the truck. The family 
boarded. the Princess Mary 
‘and arrived at Gapges, No- 
vember 22; 1934, yrons’ 
17th wedding annivers@ry, 

The promised haven on Salt 
Spring turned out to be an 


abandoned chicken house with 
only two of the 80 acres of 
land cleared. The late Gavin 
Mouat offered the family a 
house on the North End Road 
(their present location) with 
more land cleared and a barn 
full of hay. 

The next day he sent-a 
truck to the Ganges, Inn, 
where tthe family was staying, 
to move them to their new 
home. “‘We took some gro- 
ceries with us, all essentials, 
no frills," says Mr. Byron. 
“He didn’t even take butter,” 
adds his wife. 

It was a very wet No- 
vember. Damp wood made 
fire lighting difficult. ‘“‘We 
slept on the floor at first,” 
relates Mr. Byron. ‘“‘Not me!’’ 
interjects his wife, “I found 
an old door and put it on-two 
orange crates, and used this 
for a. bed with a blanket and 
pillow.”” 

Beds, table and chairs, were 
purchased from a local house- 
hold sale. ‘“‘We had beds to 
sleep on and a table to eat 
off,” Mr. Byron remembers. 
“I borrowed a shovel. and that 
winter I dug half an acre of 
land for a garden. We were 
not the kind of folk to sit 
down and expect the Almighty 
to put food in-our mouths and 
clothes on-our backs.”’ 

Came the spring and Mr. 
Byron got six days work on 
the roads for which he- was 
paid $19.20. “That was won- 
derful money. I signed the

cheque and turned it over to 
Mouat’s. They had kept us 
going with groceries all win- 
ter.”” 

By summer the .Byrons had 
two cows milking, a flock of 
laying hens and a good supply 
of vegetables from the half 
acre. ‘“‘We lived well that 
year,” said Mr. Byron with 
pride; “‘Milk and butter and 
eggs, and all that garden 
produce.’’ 

From then on the family 
fortunes made steady prog- 
ress. In 1939 a ‘small legacy 
made it possible for them to 
put a down payment on the 
property, and the couple be- 
came landowners once more. 

The war years were filled 
with sunshine and shadow. 
Timber and cattle brought 
good prices and the property 
was soon paid for. But two of 
their sons had gone to war, 
leaving their parents with 
anxious hearts and frequent 
foreboding. The couple knew 
only too well the horrors of 
war. At last it ended, and 
with thankful hearts they 
welcomed their boys home 
again. 
~~In 1947 the Byrons set about 
fulfilling the dream of rebuild- 
ing their, house. Proudly ‘they 
describe the improvements 
made to their comfortable 
home over the years. 

Looking back, Mr. Byron 
says simply: “We’ve had it 
good, Lizzie and I.” His wife 
nods assent.

DRUGS MORE PROMINENT 
Sex For Granted’ 


Loses Stud 


NEWARK, N.J.. (UPI)—Sex 
has taken a back seat to 
drugs among college students, 
according to a survey by the 
Essex County council on drug 
addiction. 

Students express a certain 
boredom with sex since it is 
“easily attainable, available, 
taken for granted and has lost 
its yesteryear spirit;"’ Dr. 
Sylvia Herz, chairman of the 
council, réported Sunday. 


“The. use of drugs has , 


become so prominent that it 
has relegated sex to second 
Place, partly because drugs 
are sex inhibiting,’’ said Dr. 
Herz, a psychologist and 
sociologist. 

Dr. Herz said the report 
was the results of six months 
of research ‘in which 150 
students of both sexes were 
interviewed in three colleges 
in New Jersey and New York. 
She declined to identify the 
colleges. 


More than 25 per cent of the 
students queried by the coun- 
cil had used drugs, Dr. Herz 
said. This included both mari- 
juana and amphetamines, a 
stimulant. About eight per 
cent of the students ques- 
tioned said they had used the 
mind-expanding drug LSD. 

Every student who had 
experimented with drugs “had 
also participated in the sexual 


act at some time,’’ Dr. Herz 
reported, 
~~ The students interviewed 


felt that about 50 per cent of 
the student body at their 
colleges used marijuana and 
about 70 per cent ampheta- 
mines, Dr. Herz said.

tension.”” Amphetamines are 
for ‘‘more energy” for studies 
and more pep of dates, the 
doctor said, while LSD is for 
“great kicks."’

contain a few unstable, radio- 
active atoms. As a rule, their 
stable, non-radioactive atoms 
outnumber their unstable 
mavericks by billions or trillions 
to one. But there are a few 
miniature mavericks in almost 
all substances. The unstable 
quality is in the nucleus of the 
atom. The normal balance of 


structure is upset. Sooner or 
later, on a specified natural 
schedule, the unbalanced 
nucleus releases a_ particle, 
along with some of its dynamic 
nuclear energy. 

The nature of an atom 
depends upon the structure of 
its nucleus. When a radioactive 
atom sheds a_ particle, it 
becomes a different substance. 
The new atom may be more 
stable or less stable than it was 
before the radioactive explosion. | 
It may shed another particle in 
the next fraction of a second or|© 
it may wait millions of years 
for the next radioactive adjust- 
ment. Natural uranium goes 
through a long series of radio- 
active changes, taking billions 
of years to become stable atoms 
of a certain type of lead. Then 
its dynamic radioactive chain of 
events is ended. 

The nucleus of an atom is a 
tight-fisted wad of assorted 
particles held together by the 
might of nuclear energies. Its 
nature as an element depends 
upon the number of its posi- 
tively charged protons. All, 
except atoms of normal hydro- 
gen, also contain a number of 
electrically neutral neutrons. 
When an atom gains or loses a 
proton, it becomes an atom of 
some other element. But its 
number of neutrons may vary Y 
without’ changing its nature. 


Unstable Atoms 


An extra neutron, however, 
may be one too many to 
maintain the normal balance of| B 
atomic ‘structure. Likewise, an|/Y 
atom with fewer than its usual Zz 
number of neutrons may be out 
of. balance. Almost all elements 
contain stray atoms of this sort.|§ 
These stray atoms are isotopes, A 
having the same number of 
protons, but a different number Ww 
of neutrons from most of their| ¥ 
brethren. All ,elements have E 
isotopes, but not all. these 
isotopes are out of line enought R 
to be unstable and radioactive. 

Certain substances are com- 
posed entirely of unstable 
atoms. Uranium, with an 
atomic number of. 92, and all 
elements with higher atomic 
numbers are unstable. Tech- 
netium, atomic number 43 and 
promethium, 61, astatine, 85,| 
and francium, 87, also are 
unstable. So are certain isotopes A 
of the lighter elements. At set) 
intervals, their unbalanced 
atomic structure causes their c 
unstable nuclei to release al¥ 
certain particle with radioactive 
energy. 

For some reasons still un- 
known, there appears to be a 
limit as to the size and number 
of particles in a stable atom. 
Extra neutrons change the 
weight, but not the nature of an 
atomic element. However, one 
neutron too. many or too few 
May upset the balance, creating 
an unstable isotope of the same 
élement. But all of the bulky 
nuclei with more than 92 basic 
protons are also unstable. 
Nature, it seems, decreés that a 
stable atom may be so big and 
no bigger—at least in our world.

‘Phase-in’ 
Under Study

OTTAWA-—-A_phasing-in_ of 
medicare-by stages is the com- 
promise solution to the federal 
government’s. health services 
predicament; under active dis- 
cussion in cabinet circles here 
today. 

A firm decision on ‘a possible 
phasing-in of the national health 
services. scheme, scheduled -to 
start July 1, 1968, is not 
expected for a few weeks. The 
cabinet wants more information 
on how many provinces plan ‘to 
participate. 

Several members of the cabi- 
net favor the phasing-in idea, 
that is implementing the 
scheme in stages. First step 
would be to make it cover all 
those 60 years of age and over, 
it is understood. 

There is another influential 
group within the cabinet how- 
ever, that wants medicare 
implemented without changes in 
the existing legislation.

Canada. His purpose in thus helping 
to foment a- revojution within 
Canada ig equally clear: he looks to 
the-day. when France will have a 
strong foothold in North America 
through close association with an in- 
dependent. French - speaking state 
which he has helped to create. 

This whole Gaullist circus per- 
formance is so incredible that it is 
diffieult to take seriously. Yet there 
can now. be no mistaking the serious- 
ness with’.which de Gaulle views 
his anachronistic panorama of 
empiré-building.

Consumers and the Slippery Butter 


HE devaluation of the New Zealand 

dollar should be splendid news for 
Mr. John. Turner whois soon to be 
minister of the new department of 
consumer affairs. In 
a recent speech 
about poverty and 
the ‘‘troubled con- 
sumer’ the number 
of untroubled ones is 
so small-as to be 
negligible), Mr. 
Turner gave an. in- 
teresting forecast of 
his plans for helping 
us to develop better 
shopping habits and 
appropriate for the 
modern marketplace. One of his starting 
points is a finding of a Yale Law Journal 
study — confirmed by studies in every 
home — that ‘“‘the benefits of increased 
income may be dissipated through poor 
spending habits.” Mr. Turner hopes to 
improve our habits by the establishment 
of counselling and neighborhood ‘ini 
provement clinics. 

Some ill-natured consumers, in letters 
to newspapers, have already suggested 
that this would be a case of the totally _ 
blind leading the merely short-sighted.

Help for the Housewife 


But Mr. Turner had nothing to do 
with this and it may be that, among his 
pilot projects, he has something in mind 
for Ottawa. As a result of the latest 
friendly gesture by New Zealand, the 
government now has an admirable 
opportunity to come to the aid of the 
hard-pressed housewife. 

In a comprehensive description of the 
new department, the minister explains 
that: “it will have the power to co- 
ordinate federal consumer programs, 
-proétect us against fraud ‘and restrictive 
trade, provide information on consumer 
issues and ‘in general develop programs 
to enable the consumers of this nation to 
Jgain-maximum. value for the full range 
of goods and services they purchase and 
use.”” 

It is demonstrable that we troubled 
consumers are not getting maximum 
value for the butter we purchase in our 
reckless moments. We have no protec- 
tio against the restrictive trade 
arrangements imposed by successive 
governments and brought to their 


“present state of perfection by Mr. ~ 


Turner's colleague, Mr. Joe Greene. 
‘Early this year, for reasons which 


may have distressed his department, Mr. 
‘Greene bought 2,500,000 pounds of New 


Zealand butter at the attractive price of 
49 :cents:a pound. He intimated that this 
was |to the advantage of both producers 
and consumers. As further aid to 
consumers, the government imposed a 
duty of five cents a pound on this high 
quality product. This was then sold on 
the west coast at the stabilized Canadian 


pric: The result of all this assistance , 


was that the consumer was able to buy it 
in the store at a price in the range of 67 
to 70 cents, _ 


In Interests of Thrifty 


People who-Tistened to counsels of 
thrift (not then available from govern- 
ment) bought margarine. 

The New Zealand government, ready 
and eager to help Candian housewives, 
shads@evalued its currency by almost 20 
per cent. This means that Mr. Greene is 
now in a position to secure even better 
bargains. On the basis of -a simple 
telephone call to the offices of the high 
commission, he ought to be able to 
obtain butter for us at ne-more than 45 
cents a pound. 

There are, of course, those who would 
not thank Mr. Greene for cheaper butter. 

But as Mr. Turner so well stated the 
case: ‘there could be no greater folly 
for Canadians than to slow down, revert 
to old practices, fall prey to caution and 
conservatism ... our future depefids on 
our imagination,- our flexibility in 


choosing the alternatives, and our 
courage in making tough decisions.” 

Mr. Turner, in another vivid phrase, 
speaks of the ‘‘separate nation of 
poverty,” reminding us, for example,. 
that 75 per cent of all Indian families 
make less than $2,000 a year. At present 
prices it is obvious that they cannot 
afford butter. Even with the. best. of 
counselling services they must subsist on 
margarine and, in the more backward 


provinces, are further limited to a 
product defined as ‘‘tulip white’’ in the 
supermarkets. 


The consumer most in reed of Mr. 
Turner's counselling services is, how- 
ever, Mr. Joe Greene who shouldbe the 
No. 1 pilot project. This is quite clear 
from the act | -establishing the dairy 
commission which states plainly: ‘“‘in 
exercising its powers under this act or 
the regulations in relation to the 
importation or exportation of any dairy 
product, -the commission shall comply 
with any directions from time to time 
given to it by the governor in council or 
the minister.” 

Whatever the B and B commission 
may report, it is clear that our 
governments have long pursued a two or 
even three nation policy. Only the 
relatively well-toddo can afford butter. 
Marginal consumers buy a pound of this 
and a pound of that, but the other nation, 
dependent on margarine, must by now 


include many tens of thousands who 
have long since forgotten the taste of 
butter. (How many more contracted out 
when Mr. Greene increased the price by 
four cents last April 1?) This situation 
poses a grave threat to the dairy. 
industry for the ever-growing separated 
nation, having discovered that it is 
possible to live by margarine alone, may 
never come back. 

Fortunately New Zealand butter is of 
such admirable quality that the dairy 
industry sought to protect us from it by 
special labelling. While there is little 
doubt that many Canadians are perman- 
ently lost as butter’ eonsumers, Mr. 
Greene may be able to win others back 
if he seizes the opportunity to buy the 
largest possible quantity of cut-rate New 
Zealand butter and to secure the widest 
possible distribution by waiving duties 
and forgetting. about stabilized prices. 

Mr. Turner, possibly for reasons of 
space, failed to mention butter in the 
speech announcing his pro-consumer 
crusade. But at that time (November 15) 
the full scope of the present opportunity 
was not apparent because New Zealand 
devalued only last week. He is a gifted 
advocate and there is the barest chance 
that, if he now goes to work on Mr. 
Greene, we may have relief from folly 
with the result that both the consumer 
and the government will save some 
money.

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Callaghan Up 
From Canvas

ST devaluation events here continue 

to run an unpredictable course with 
Chancellor of the Exchequer James 
Callaghan simultaneously making a 
p oO litical comeback 
and arousing new 
controversy with an 
attack on a group of 
jeading industrialists. 
As the minister 
chiefly responsible 
for the devaluation, 
Mr.. Callaghan at 
first appeared a sure 
casualty, but he has 
been able during a 
twoday parliamen-

tary debate to make up a good deal of 


lost ground. He would have emerged with 
a clear gain had he not. struck out 


against a ‘sinister’ group, which, he 
suggested, had been set up to prove that 
the House of Commons and the 
government were incapable of solving 
Britain’s economic problems. 

Though he only mentioned one name, 
it. was clear that the group in question 
comprised powerful exporters, whose 
response to the opportunities opened up 
by the devaluation will be crucial to its 
success or failure. 

Apart from his attack, the chancellor 
was a. model of statesmanship and 
reasonableness in a notably rowdy and 
uninspired debate. He certainly outshone 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson, whose 
performance seemed pedistrian and 
sometimes even petty. Both the prime 
minister and Mr. Callaghan had many 
times disavowed devaluation and inevit- 
ably: faced charges of bad faith, but 
more odium seems to have attached to 
Mr. Wilson than to Mr. Callaghan. The 
chancellor must once again be reckoned 
a potential labor prime minister, should 
Mr. Wilson fall. 


“Twister” 

The Conservative opposition called 
Mr. Wilson a “twister,” and said no one 
could trust his word. 

Mr. Wilson's reply was that Britain's 
growth had been increasingly impeded 
for 15 years because of balance of! 
payments problems, and the burden had 
now become unacceptable. Labor had 
heen right to defend the old exchange 
rate for three years but the time was 
now right for devaluation, because the 
international community for the first 
time accepted the need for it, and 
because there was énough slack. in the 
economy to absorb the new activity that 
would be created. 

The economy had been set to boom 
next year even before the devaluation; 
the latter would ensure that the boom 
came in exports rather than in domestic 
consumption. To forgo devaluation, as 
the Tories suggested, would necessitate 
unemployment-creating. measures to pre- 
vent the coming boom from accelerating: - 
imports and precipitating a new balance 
of payments crisis. (It was this line, 
combined with the Tory attack, which 
brought potentially rebellious _ left-wing 
backbenchers around to enthusiastic 
endors: mt of the devaluation both at 
party meetings and in the Commons, 
where a motion of approval was carried 
by 335 to 258.) 


Gloss 


That the prime minister was putting 
gloss on the situation was made 
embarrassingly clear by Mr. Callaghan. 
He made no bones about the difficulties 
involved in making devaluation a suc- 
cess. He said further austerity measures 
beyond those already announced might 
be necessary. to keep inflation under 
control. (The government has rejected 
a new legislative wage freeze so the 
responsibility for incomes restraint falls 
largely on the Trades Union Congress, 
which has promised to do its best. But it 
has only limited powers.) Mr. Callaghan 
went on to say bluntly that devaluation’ 
symbolized the fact that Britain “had 
slipped behind other countries. ‘The 
government had to accept its share of 
responsibility along with everyone ‘else.

It's portant to have this 
access to the circulatory 
system because this.is where | & 
most of us start dying. A 
retinal camera, which can cost 
anywhere between $1,500 and 
$5,000, ‘permits pictures of the 
tiny blood vessels, showing 
their condition, on- a day-to-_ 
day basis. 

These pictures will indicate 
whether any disease or re- 
striction is occurring in, the 
large carotid arteries in the 
neck. Only recently have 

doctors found that faults in 
these arteries cause many, 
strokes.

By taking the blood pres- 
sure of the eyes, a process 
called optha! etry, 
the doctors can determine 
whether the carotid needs to 
be surgically cleaned out or 
treated with anti-coagulants, 
to avert a paralyzing or fatal 
stroke.
